Bureau experts who have been study- 
ing landing areas and take-off run- 
ways for the new planes said that 
Washington, Chicago, Kansas City, Los 
Angeles.

Fred B. Fagg, director of the bureau 
said: “If we believe what the army and 
navy tell us, the new planes will re- 
quire longer runways to take off and 
greater areas in which to land.”

Bureau officials 
said that San Francisco’s present air- 
port development program will meet 
the necessary requirements. The New- 
ark, N. J., air terminal, serving New 
York City, probably will be adequate 
for the new planes, they said.
